Samuel  J.  Bampfield.  aged  64 
rrars,  Superintendent  of  the  State 
Tuberculosis  Hospital,  died  at  his 
home  In  Denmar  on  Friday  morning, 
Pebruary  23,  1940.  He  had  been  In 
falling  health  the  past  three  months 
The  Immediate  cause  of  his  death 
was  a  strolte'of  paralysis.
